I believe in witchcraft. My mother doesn't. She tells me I shouldn't 
believe in witchcraft--that if you do they can hurt you, you know. But 
I think everyone does some, even my mother. 

When my mother was young, she got some candy for a present, chocolates, 
and the top layer was witcheraft candy. Someone who did not like her gave 
it to her. And my brother--he was 7--got some of the top candy by mistake, 
and ate it. And do you know, for a long time after that, every night 
at midnight he would wake up and run screaming out of the house, running 
back and forth, seeing things. It got so they would watch the Clock, 
and a few minutes before 12 lock the doors so he couldn't get out. But 
he would just run in the kitchen. in the living room, knocking against 
walls, throwing things--"Mama, I see this! Make that go awayl" for 
about half an hour. They took him to those peorle that cure things like 
that--there's one in Chino, one in Riverside, you know... but it was 
about a year before he stopped doing it. And you know, when he gets 
drunk, he still is like that--sees things, and all. 

My mother knows lots of cases like that, too. There was one many, 
his wife didn't like him anymore, WakM wanted to play around. IT forget 
how it was exactly -- something about a pan of water. She made a little 
doll of him and put it in a pan of water or something -- anyway, he 
couldn't walk. on his feet, he had to walk on his sitter. He walked on 


his sitter until he died,
